THE LENTEN LAWS CLEARLY STATED. 


My dear Readers: 


te answer the many questions which non-Catholics might ask 


them. The Lenten regulations have been practically the 


same during the last eighty years in this country, with . 


this difference, that formerly fish and mieat were 
permitted at the same meal, even on Sunday; and 
the special indult in favor of working people is only 
thirty years old. : 
The regulations are very, very simple if one will really 
try to learn them as he tries to learn other things in 
which he is interested. In the first place, there is & 
difference between fasting and abstinence. Every child 
over seven years is, as you know, obliged te abstain from 
meat on Fridays; but no person under twenty-one years 
of age is ever obliged to fast. In the same way, people 
Bishop J. F. Not? are obliged to abstain from meat on Fridays and certain 
other days no matter how old they may become, but no one who has attained 
his sixtieth year (or completed his fifty-ninth) is obliged to fast. 

Every day during Lent, with the exception of Sunday, is a day of fast, 
but meat is permitted at one meal on all days of Lent with the exception of 
Wednesday and Friday, Hence, there is only one more meatless day ih Lent 
than usual, except the Saturday of Ember week and Holy Saturday (til 
noon). The principal meal in our locality is usually taken at noon, though it 
may be taken in the evening. Supposing that it is taken at noon, then faat- 
ing relates only to the so-called breakfast and supper. Those who really fast 
do not eat any more than one or two slices (according to their weight) of 
unbuttered bread or toast together with the coffee, tea or chocolate they ate 
accustomed to take. At the evefing meal, which is called a collation, every- 
thing may be eaten except meat, but the quantity is to be restricted. This is 
the sum and substance of the Lenten fasting and abstinence requirements. 
Everyone could really observe them if he didn't imagine that he couldn't. 

There are many people who eat only one square meal a day throughout 
the year. There are numerous people who regularly take only a cup of coffee 
and a bite of bread or toast in the morning; and the number of those is grow- 
ing ever larger and larger who do rigorous fasting in order to “reduce.” They 
will deny themselves even the pastries they love and the ice créam: they ab- 
stain from potatoes, bread, and other so-called fattening foods. Their motive 


is neither health of body nor soul, but just a more slender figure. 


However, the Church does not expect those te fast who are ill, who are 
under twenty-one; who must do heavy work; and mothers with small babes 
are exempted. 

The indult granted in behalf of working men in’the United States does 
It permits the laboring men ({to- 
gether with their families) to have meat even on Wednesdays during Lent 
(except Ash Wednesday and the Wednesday of Holy Week) at one meal. 
This also applies to the Wednesdays and Saturdays of the four Ember weeks, 
and to vigils of feasts which are fast days, except on the vigil of Christmas, 

Now, dispensation from the Lenten fast and abatinence does not mean 
dispensation from doing penance. The Church merely dispenses from the 
common form prescribed, but expects people to observe other formg, For 
instance, men might abstain from the use of tobacco and women from some 
of the coffee they like so well. Such a practice would help both the physical 
and spiritual life. All Catholics can deny themselves sweetmeats, the theatre 
and certain other forms of amusement or recreation. Then, in place of these, 
they could and should attend the different public devotions in church, such as 

Lenten sermons and Way of the Cross. Parents should practice Lenter 
devotions in the home, such as the rosary in common. The unemployed could 
attend week-day Mass, and a large number could make the Way of the Cross 
privately——if not every day, at least several times a week.
